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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Applicants state that the FET of Wagner, 
because it includes an inherent diode, does not read on the FET of claims 1 and 6. The Examiner respectfully disagrees. Claims 1 and 6 
do not recite the FET as lacking an inherent diode, and such a recitation would still not render the claims allowable because it has been 
held that omission of an element (e.g. the inherent diode of the FET) and its function is obvious where the function of the element is not 
desired (see MPEP 2144. 04(II)(A)). Although Wagner illustrates two FETS, only one of the FETS (310) has been cited in the combination 
with Applicants' admitted prior art (AAPA). The Examiner's proposed combination involves only FET 310 of Wagner, not FET 360. The 
Applicants also state that Wagner cannot be combined with AAPA because AAPA and Wagner are used for different purposes. The 
Examiner respectfully disagrees. Both AAPA and Wagner are directed to the provision of power when a primary power source is 
unavailable, and in addition, it has been held that the purpose or intended use of Applicants' claimed invention does not create a patentable 
distinction (see MPEP 2114). Claims 11-12 require further search. 
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
